New  York,  October  14,  1909. 

At  the  Executive  Committee  meeting  Oct.  14,  1909,  resolutions  of 
thanks  were  sent  to  Mr.  Lester,  to  the  ladies  and  gentlemen  who  were 
on  the  Float,  to  the  Guard  of  Honor,  and  for  courtesy  received  from  the 
Society  of  Colonial  Wars;  and  also  to  Mrs.  Lawton  as  follows: 

"Resolved,  that  the  warmest  thanks  of  the  Stewards,  the  Executive 
Committee,  and  the  entire  membership  of  the  Society  are  due  to  our 
faithful  and  efficient  Secretary,  Mrs.  James  M.  Lawton,  for  her  devo- 
tion to  the  best  interests  of  the  Society,  extending  through  many  years, 
and  bringing  to  her  as  a  slight  compensation  for  her  ceaseless  endeavors 
on  our  behalf,  the  gratefulness  of  the  entire  organization.  More  particu- 
larly is  recognition  due  to  Mrs.  Lawton  for  the  success  of  the  recent 
banquet,  as  with  full  realization  of  the  work  done  by  the  other  officers 
of  the  Society,  to  her  belongs  in  largest  measure  the  credit  of  that 
event." 

Motion  of  Mr.  William  Dalliba  Dutton,  seconded  by  Mr.  Alden 
Freeman. 

The  President  of  the  Vaudois  Society  desired  to  represent  our 
Society  at  Geneva  on  the  400th  Anniversary  of  Calvin's  birth.  The 
Society  were  invited  to  the  Anniversary  services  of  Trinity  Church, 
New  Rochelle.  The  Secretary  of  our  Society  was  elected  an  Honorary 
Member  of  the  Huguenot  Association  of  New  Rochelle.  The  Secre- 
tary read  resolutions  in  regard  to  Entertainment.  She  was  appointed 
Chairman  of  the  Entertainment,  with  Mr.  Dutton,  Mr.  Rhinelander, 
and  Dr.  Darlington. 
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There  were  two  special  meetings  of  the  Committee  appointed  to 
raise  money  for  Publications  of  the  Society.  Mr.  Dutton  interviewed 
Mr.  Bagby  about  expenses.  A  concert  (without  the  artists)  would 
not  be  more  than  S5000;  every  seat  being  sold,  the  Society  would  have 
a  profit  of  #3000.  Resolved  that  a  Musicale  be  given  to  raise  money 
for  the  Publication  Fund,  and  that  Mrs.  Lawton,  Mr.  Rhinelander, 
Mr.  Dutton,  and  Dr.  Darlington  be  appointed  a  Committee  with  full 
power  to  arrange  for  the  Concert ;  that  before  agreeing  with  the  singers 
and  others  the  Committee  shall  secure  the  Guaranty  Fund  of  S5000,  and 
that  the  contracts  on  behalf  of  the  Huguenot  Society  shall  be  in  writ- 
ing; that  the  liabilities  are  not  to  exceed  the  amount  of  the  Guaranty 
Fund.    Circular  letter  to  be  sent  to  members.

Report  of  Concert 

I  hardly  think  I  am  able  to  judge  of  the  success  of  the  Concert, 
for  in  spite  of  the  exquisite  music,  I  never  passed  two  such  wretchedly 
miserable  hours.  Socially  and  musically,  nothing  finer  has  been  in 
New  York  for  years.  From  one  point  of  view,  that  of  making  money 
over  and  above  the  expenses,  owing  to  the  serene  in  difference  of  most 
of  the  members,  more  than  three  fourths  of  whom  never  even  ac- 
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knowledged  the  notice  or  circular  letter,  it  was  a  fiasco.  It  was  one  of 
the  most  bitter  disappointments  of  my  life. 

We  have  covered  the  deficit  on  the  total  expenses  of  $4758.55,  with 
the  exception  of  S97,  for  an  extra  advertisement  which  brought  us  in 
two  tickets.  The  financial  report  will  be  read  by  the  Treasurer.  I 
have  had  most  gratifying  letters  and  calls  from  some  of  the  members 
of  the  Society,  but  mostly  from  strangers,  thanking  the  Committee  for 
the  greatest  musical  success  of  the  season,  expressing  great  interest 
in  the  Huguenot  Society.  Seven  regular  applications  for  membership 
have  been  made.  Mr.  Stanley  Weyman  sent  us  a  check  from  London 
for  ten  dollars,  also  an  offer  for  a  benefit  performance  of  a  new  play  by 
Mr.  Eberly  Gross.  I  wish  to  thank  from  my  heart  the  member  of  the 
Executive  Committee  who  wrote  me  saying  that  even  should  there 
be  a  deficit,  the  Concert  had  been  superb,  and  was  good  enough  to  place 
the  success  on  my  "strenuous  endeavors. " 

Mr.  Bowdoin  also  warmed  my  heart  by  his  words  of  congratulation 
and  appreciation.  I  wish  to  say  here  that  I  appealed  at  the  beginning 
to  ten  of  our  lady  members  to  interest  friends,  and  to  sell  tickets;  there 
was  a  great  deal  going  on,  receptions,  etc.,  and  though  several  tried  to 
help  and  did  sell  a  few,  they  had  no  time.

The  officers  on  same  were 
declared  unanimously  elected. 

Prof.  Williston  Walker,  Ph.D.,  D.D.,  Professor  of  Church  History  in 
Yale  University,  was  presented  and  delivered  a  most  able  and  satisfy- 
ing address  on  Calvin  and  the  exercises  attending  the  Celebration  in 
Geneva.  A  resolution  of  thanks  was  voted  to  the  Professor.  Our 
Society  had  been  represented  at  the  Celebration  by  Monsieur  Weiss, 
Secretary  of  the  French  Society  and  Honorary  Member  of  the  Ameri- 
can Society.  A  copy  of  Professor  Walker's  paper  was  asked  for  for 
the  Proceedings,  and  Professor  Jackson  said  he  would  try  and  get  some 
notes  for  us,  as  it  was  not  written.1 

After  the  meeting  adjourned,  some  of  the  members  went  to  the 
new  Library  for  tea,  where  we  passed  a  pleasant  evening. 

New  York,  November  i6,  1910. 

At  the  Executive  Committee  meeting,  Nov.  16,  19 10,  the  Secretary 
read  a  letter  from  Prof.  S.  M.  Jackson,  Chairman  Publication  Com- 
mittee, giving  his  resignation  as  Chairman  of  that  Committee,  and 
suggesting  that  Colonel  Jay  nominate  a  gentleman  who  is  a  Huguenot 
and  a  fine  scholar  in  Huguenot  history  and  a  literary  man,  James  West- 
fall  Thompson,  author  of  the  Religious  Wars  of  France  and  Professor 
of  Modern  History  in  the  University  of  Chicago.  In  retiring  from 
the  Executive  Committee,  Professor  Jackson  wishes  to  express  again  his 
admiration  of  the  energy,  enthusiasm,  and  devotion  with  which  the 
Secretary  serves  the  Huguenot  Society. 

On  motion  of  Mr.  William  Mitchell,  seconded  by  Mrs.  Lawton, 
resolved  that  the  Secretary  write  to  Professor  Jackson,  "That  in  com- 
pliance with  his  reiterated  request,  the  Committee  accept  his  resig- 
nation and  beg  to  tender  to  him  their  most  grateful  appreciation 
of  his  many  kindnesses  and  faithful  and  efficient  services  for  the 
Society. " 

1  It  is  with  great  regret  that  we  have  to  report  that  Prof.  Walker  has  not  been  able  to 
give  us  his  address.   He  spoke  without  notes. 
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Mrs.  Lawton  reported  that  according  to  authority  given  to  her  to 
lend  to  the  Exhibit  at  Van  Cortlandt  any  books,  papers,  or  articles,  she 
had  the  honor  to  state  that  she  succeeded  in  getting  together  from  the 
Archives  of  the  Society,  from  members  and  non-members,  a  very 
creditable  exhibit. 

She  was  elected  Chairman  of  the  Huguenot  Exhibit  by  the  Colonial 
Dames,  and  Miss  Haldane  was  appointed  Vice- Chairman.  She  added 
to  the  Committee,  Miss  Dudley,  Miss  Zabriskie,  Miss  Forsythe,  Mrs. 
Edward  Townsend,  all  Colonial  Dames. 

This  Committee  desired  her  to  report  to  the  Huguenot  Society 
that  "The  Exhibit  has  been  made  possible  entirely  through  your 
Secretary,"  but  the  Secretary  wished  to  state  that  without  the  courtesy 
and  kindness  of  Mrs.  Robison,  President  of  the  Colonial  Dames,  and 
the  deep  interest  taken  by  the  members  in  the  Huguenot  Exhibit,  her 
efforts  would  have  been  worse  than  useless.

"The  Executive  Committee  of  the  Huguenot  Society  of  America 
desire  me  to  express  to  the  Colonial  Dames  of  the  State  of  New  York 
their  appreciative  thanks  for  their  truly  sisterly  kindness  in  having 
made  possible  the  Huguenot  Exhibit.  This  Exhibit  under  the  aus- 
pices of  the  Colonial  Dames  has  placed  the  two  Societies  in  close  touch, 
and  has  done  much  to  call  the  attention  of  Americans  to  the  Huguenots 
and  their  history.  The  Committee  extend  to  all  Colonial  Dames  of 
Huguenot  descent  a  cordial  invitation  to  join  the  Society  and  thereby 
commemorate  the  memories  of  their  Huguenot  ancestors.

At  the  meeting  of  Jan.  13,  191 1,  Mrs.  Lawton  read  a  letter  from 
Mrs.  Charles  W.  Maury,  who  presents  to  the  Society  the  photograph  of 
the  bowl  used  as  a  Sacramental  Cup  or  Chalice  at  the  services  of  the 
Huguenots  in  Meaux,  France,  in  1540,  and  from  which  the  "Fourteen 
of  Meaux"  drank  after  their  tongues  were  cut  out  and  they  were  tied 
to  the  fagots  or  stakes  on  which  they  were  burnt.  Mrs.  Scott  also 
presented  the  photograph  of  the  Old  French  Bible  which  was  at  the 
Exhibit.    A  letter  of  thanks  was  sent  to  Mrs.  Maury. 

New  York,  March  2,  191 1. 
At  a  meeting  of  the  Stewards  held  on  March  2,  191 1,  Mr.  Hewitt 
suggested  that  should  Gov.  Woodrow  Wilson  accept  as  speaker,  it 
might  be  well  to  give  him  this  point  about  the  Huguenots,  as  he  would 
be  interested  to  know  what  Mr.  Hewitt  learned  from  his  father,  ex- 
Mayor  Hewitt : — That  of  nine  Huguenot  men  who  landed  at  Haver- 
straw,  all  nine  became  Mayors  of  different  towns.

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The  following  is  a  newspaper  account  of  the  Banquet : 

"Twelve  choristers  from  Grace  Church  marched  into  the  ball- 
room of  Delmonico's  last  night  and  straight  up  to  the  dais  where  sat 
Col.  William  Jay,  President  of  the  Huguenot  Society  of  America,  pre- 
siding over  its  biennial  dinner.  Behind  the  youngsters  came  William 
Mitchell  and  John  L.  Merrill,  each  carrying  a  loving  cup,  and  with 
them  was  Mrs.  James  M.  Lawton,  the  Society's  Secretary,  and  Mr. 
T.  J.  O.  Rhinelander,  Treasurer. 

"And  then  came  a  procession  of  flags,  the  banner  that  the  choir  boys 
were  singing  about,  the  Huguenot  flag,  and  the  flags  of  England, 
France,  Holland,  Germany,  Switzerland,  and  Italy  borne  by  Col.  J.  J. 
Slocum,  William  C.  Demorest,  William  D.  Dutton,  Oscar  B.  Ireland, 
Herbert  Dupuy,  Philip  Rhinelander,  J.  Morris  Helfenstein,  and  William 
R.  Britton. 

"'Mr.  Steward,  what  bring  you  here?'  asked  Col.  Jay  when  the 
loving  cup  procession  halted  before  him. 

"  1  Two  loving  cups  prepared  by  the  Secretary's  order, 9  answered 
that  gentleman. 

"  'Madam  Secretary,  what  do  these  cups  contain?'  recited  the 
President. 

"  'The  choicest  wine  of  France,'  was  Mrs.  Lawton's  response,  'com- 
memorating our  Huguenot  ancestors,  fortified  with  spirit,  the  spirit  of  ad- 
miration for  their  faith  and  courage,  and  sweetened  by  sympathy  with 
the  poor  and  aged  among  their  descendants.  It  is  left,  sir,  for  you  to  add 
the  cordial,  a  cordial  welcome  to  the  guests  assembled  at  our  tables.' 

"And  Col.  Jay  added  it  while  the  roomful  rose  and  drank  to  the 
ancestors. 

"  That  was  the  little  ceremony  that  preceded  the  speechmaking. 

"  A  row  of  electric  lighted  glass  lilies  spread  along  the  top  of  the 
speakers'  table  and  left  the  Society  in  no  doubt  at  all  as  to  the  identity 
of  the  gentlemen  ranged  along  the  dais.  By  these  table  footlights  it  was 
seen  that  Col.  William  Jay,  President  of  the  Society  and  toastmaster 
last  evening,  had  on  one  side  the  Rev.  Dr.  Malbone  H.  Birckhead  and 
on  the  other  Francis  W.  Crowninshield,  editor  of  the  Century  Magazine. 

"  The  others  ranged  along  that  illuminated  cloth  were  Hamilton 
Mabie;  Talbot  Olyphant,  President  of  the  Cincinnati  Society;  Walter 
Lispenard  Suydam,  Vice-President  of  the  St.  Nicholas  Society ;  Floyd  B. 
Sanderson,  President  of  the  St.  George's  Society;  William  L.  Brower, 
Vice-President  of  the  Holland  Society;  Edward  C.  Delafield,  Deputy 
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Secretary  Colonial  Wars  Society;  Gen.  A.  B.  Grubb  and  the 
Right  Rev.  James  H.  Darlington,  the  Society's  Chaplain.  Some  of  the 
others  scattered  around  the  tables  were  Mr.  and  Mrs.  Arthur  Iselin, 
George  de  Benneville  Keim,  Mr.  and  Mrs.  William  C.  Demorest,

"The  Rev.  Dr.  Birckhead  talked  earnestly  about  the  ancestors  who 
walked  twenty  miles  to  church  every  Sunday  from  New  Rochelle  to 
Pine  Street,  stopping  for  luncheon  on  the  way.  They  came,  said  he, 
to  be  free  as  individuals,  to  have  a  just  and  right  share  in  the  govern- 
ment and  to  worship  God.  He  wanted  to  know  what  had  been  done 
with  that  freedom. 

"'We  got  so  close  to  freedom  that  we've  lost  it,'  said  he.  'The 
government  of  this  city  is  in  the  hands  of  the  few,  not  the  many.  If 
you  haven't  realized  this,  try  to  get  it  back. 

"'Every  little  while  a  wave  of  morality  sweeps  over  us,  we  get  up 
and  talk  smugly  for  a  while.  We  may  even  get  in  a  Mayor  for  a  while. 
But  the  permanent  government  of  New  York  sits  back  and  smiles, 
"They've  got  to  come  back  to  us!" 

M 1  It  is  to  people  like  the  descendants  of  the  Huguenots  that  we  must 
turn.  You've  got  to  care  more.  As  long  as  you  and  such  as  you  sit 
back  and  sneer  at  the  whole  thing  we  call  government  there  is  no  hope 
for  us  and  the  few  put  the  money  of  the  city  in  their  pockets.  Descent 
is  only  worth  mentioning  when  it  means  ascent.' 

"Mr.  Crowninshield  told  the  diners  that  in  his  efforts  to  find  out 
what  a  Huguenot  was  he  had  been  told  variously  that  it  was  a  man  who 
wore  his  handkerchief  in  his  sleeve,  any  Frenchman,  any  being  living  in 
New  Rochelle,  a  man  in  doublet  and  hose  painted  in  a  garden  kissing  a 
lady's  hand,  and  a  follower  of  Luther. 

"'I  knew,  though,  that  Luther  hated  more  than  anything,  except 
being  gored  by  a  papal  bull,  the  things  called  indulgences.'  But  the 
speaker  was  sure  that  he  and  the  rest  of  the  diners  hadn't  swallowed 
every  indulgence  that  had  been  passed  last  evening.  He  knew  that 
they  couldn't  be  content  upon  a  diet  of  Worms. 

"Hamilton  Mabie  spoke  on  'The  Romance  of  the  Migration.'" 
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New  York,  May,  191 1. 
At  the  May  meeting  of  the  Executive  Committee  the  names  of  the 
new  members  of  the  Executive  Committee  were  sent  in  by  the 
President.

The  Secretary  gave  a  short  account  of  the  Banquet,  and  said  that 
all  feelings  of  annoyance  were  swept  away  by  the  glorious  music,  which 
illuminated  every  dark  cloud,  and  made  a  bright  remembrance  of  the 
Banquet  of  191 1. 

A  rising  vote  of  thanks  was  tendered  our  Honorary  Member,  Mr 
Helfenstein,  for  this  concert,  as  well  as  for  all  the  other  kindnesses 
which  he  has  shown  us  in  the  past,  and  the  Secretary  was  directed  to 
communicate  this  to  Mr.  Helfenstein. 

New  York,  December  14,  191 1. 
The  formal  report  was  made  of  the  death  of  Mr.  Mirabel  in  May. 
Informal  discussion  followed  as  to  finding  someone  to  take  his  place. 
Several  candidates  have  presented  themselves.  Library  closed  from 
May  until  the  Secretary's  return.  House-cleaning  finished.  The 
Treasurer  suggested  a  plan  to  secure  new  members  and  thereby  increase 
our  funds.

Mr.  Pryer  read  the  formal  report  of 
the  visit  to  La  Rochelle  on  the  occasion  of  the  dedication  of  the  statue 
to  Jean  Guiton.  He  presented  this  report  in  his  name  and  Mr.  Lester's 
in  the  most  complimentary  manner  to  the  Committee — and  they  both 
gave  the  most  delightful  description  of  all  they  had  seen  and  heard,  and 
of  the  honors  conferred  upon  them  by  making  them  Honorary  Citizens 
of  La  Rochelle.  The  Secretary,  speaking  from  the  President's  chair, 
accepted  the  report  and  dwelt  upon  the  honor  conferred  upon  the 
Huguenot  Society  of  America  "by  having  on  the  Executive  Committee 
the  distinguished  Honorary  Citizens  of  the  ancient  City  of  La  Ro- 
chelle."

The  Secretary  again  drew  the  attention  of  the  Executive  Committee 
to  the  absolute  necessity  of  publishing  the  MSS.  in  our  possession. 
On  motion  resolved  that  $123  be  aDowed  for  publication. 
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February  meeting. 

The  Secretary  reported  that  in  obedience  to  the  wish  of  the  Com- 
mittee in  leaving  the  plan  for  the  Library  work  in  her  hands,  she  had 
determined  upon  the  following,  subject  to  suggestions.  She  had 
already,  by  doing  the  work  herself,  saved  up  to  Feb.  1st,  $375.50. 
By  doing  without  anyone  in  the  Library  during  the  summer  we  will 
save  $880.00.  This  is  allowing  at  the  rate  of  $55.00  a  month,  Mr. 
M.'s  salary.  Enquiring  about  salaries  from  various  sources,  the  very 
least  would  be  $80.00  a  month,  and  she  would  have  to  devote  every 
day  and  all  the  day  to  " teaching."  Now  this  is  the  plan:  to  have  a 
genealogist  come  in  and  examine  pedigrees,  as  Mr.  Mirabel  did,  sub- 
mitting to  the  Chairman  of  the  Pedigree  Committee  all  the  proofs. 
She  will  then  go  over  them  carefully  before  signing  the  pedigrees  as 
correct.  She  proposes  Miss  Charlotte  Livingston  as  our  Genealogist. 
Report  accepted  and  Miss  Livingston  appointed  Genealogist,  to  receive 
compensation  for  all  pedigrees  examined.  If  she  makes  out  pedigrees 
Miss  Livingston  will  make  her  own  arrangement  with  the  person  desir- 
ing her  services.  At  the  end  of  the  year,  the  new  Executive  Committee 
will  make  its  own  appointment.  The  Committee  authorize  the 
Chairman  of  the  Pedigree  Committee  to  supervise  and  approve  all 
pedigrees. 

The  die  for  the  Insignia  and  the  ribbon  (both  belonging  to  Mrs. 
Lawton)  have  been  taken  from  Tiffany,  and  are  now  in  the  hands  of 
Bailey,  Banks,  and  Biddle,  with  whom  a  most  satisfactory  arrange- 
ment has  been  made.  The  ribbon  can  be  bought  at  the  Library. 
As  the  die  for  the  Marigold  pin  and  button  belongs  to  Tiffany,  the 
orders  for  it  are  still  sent  to  them.  Mrs.  Gillmore  was  formally  ap- 
pointed Chairman  of  a  Ladies'  Committee,  the  names  of  her  Commit- 
tee to  be  approved  by  the  Executive  Committee.  This  Committee 
to  take  charge  of  teas,  and  also  to  devise  means  of  raising  a  fund. 
She  desired  permission  to  change  the  name  to  "Ways  and  Means 
Committee."  With  the  consent  of  the  President  the  business  meet- 
ing was  appointed  for  April  13th,  at  3.30,  the  Annual  Meeting  at 
4  o'clock,  and  the  tea  at  5,  at  Delmonico's.  The  Secretary  requested 
the  honor  of  giving  the  tea  herself,  after  the  Annual  Meeting,  and  the 
offer  was  accepted  with  thanks.  A  written  resolution  of  thanks  from 
Mr.  Demorest  to  Mrs.  Lawton  was  read.  Our  generous  friend  Mr. 
Pryer  offered  to  print  the  new  book  of  Proceedings.  This  most  kind 
proposition  was  accepted  with  heartfelt  thanks. 

The  Secretary  wishes  to  say  in  reference  to  the  11  Deficit "  appearing 
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on  the  Treasurer's  report  from  the  year  before  our  leaving  the  Charities 
Building,  that  it  was  always  paid  by  the  Executive  Committee.  This 
continued  until  the  death  of  Mr.  Mirabel.  It  is  only  right  that  the 
Society  should  know  this,  and  not  think,  as  they  do,  that  the  amounts 
were  taken  from  the  Permanent  Fund. 

ANNUAL  MEETING  OF  THE  HUGUENOT  SOCIETY  OF  AMERICA 

New  York,  April  13,  1912. 

The  Annual  Meeting  of  the  Huguenot  Society  of  America  was  held 
on  April  13,  19 12,  at  3.30  at  Delmonico's.  Quite  a  large  attendance. 
The  President  in  the  chair. 

The  Secretary  read  the  minutes  of  the  last  Annual  Meeting,  which 
were  approved  and  accepted. 

Since  the  last  Annual  Meeting  there  have  been  13  deaths,  and  15 
members  admitted.  Before  reading  her  report  the  Secretary  requested 
permission  to  say  a  few  words;  at  the  same  time  she  wished  it  to  be 
distinctly  understood  that  they  "are  not  official,  and  that  the  Executive 
Committee  do  not  even  know  that  she  desired  to  speak,  or  on  what 
subject."    The  Secretary  said : 

"When  1  read  the  names  of  those  who  during  this  year  have  passed 
away,  the  thought  must  I  know  come  to  all  of  us,  whether  it  has 
been  given  to  them  to  know  the  Huguenot  ancestors  who  belong  to 
that  grand  army  of  martyrs,  and  to  have  told  them  that  they  have 
tried  to  emulate  their  example,  and  to  keep  sacred  their  memory. 

"We  may  not  suffer  as  our  ancestors  did,  but  let  us  look  to  it,  to 
remember  that  we  are  a  Church  militant,  and  keep  our  faith  pure 
and  unspotted.  As  Huguenots  and  Protestants,  we  do  not  in  these 
days  of  surface  feeling  realize  the  gulf  which  separates  us  from  the 
Roman  Catholic  Church.  But  in  this  cry  for  the  'Union  of  the  two 
Faiths,'  they  will  not  give  up  one  jot  or  tittle  of  their  dogmas;  the 
Protestants  are  expected  to  do  so,  and  the  only  union  which  seems 
now  to  be  possible  is  a  union  which  would  sacrifice  truth,  for  which  in  a 
sterner  age  our  ancestors  were  willing  to  die." 

Report  of  the  Secretary 

Since  our  last  Annual  Meeting,  the  Angel  of  Death  has  culled 
from  our  ranks  many  of  our  best  known  members.  The  names  of 
those  who  have  died  since  our  last  Annual  Meeting  are  as  follows.

Report  of  tke  Library  Committee 

The  Report  of  the  Chairman  will  be  a  very  brief  one  and  will  deal 
only  with  what  has  been  done  up  to  the  present  day,  from  the  time 
when  our  scant  300  books  were  brought  down  from  Columbia  College 
to  our  Library  in  226.  Street.  We  have  now  about  1500  volumes,  nearly 
all  bound,  nearly  1000  catalogued  and  accessioned,  some  200  unbound, 
and  pamphlets  innumerable. 

We  must  have  money  to  publish;  as  the  Treasurer  has  told  you, 
we  have  a  fund  of  only  $519,  the  interest  on  which  he  will  not  allow  us 
to  touch  until  the  principal  amounts  to  something  worth  while.  If 
any  of  our  members  wish  to  donate  any  money  to  the  Society  they  may 
rest  assured  that  it  will  be  well  employed.  We  are  buying  the  publica- 
tions of  the  other  societies,  as  we  have  nothing  to  exchange.  Rather 
mortifying,  as  it  deprives  us  of  our  membership  in  these  societies.

Publication  Committee 's  Report 

The  Publication  Committee  would  report  progress.  Plans  are  in 
contemplation  for  the  issuance  of  a  new  and  attractive  Year  Book. 
Our  esteemed  fellow-member,  Mr.  Charles  Pryer,  of  New  Rochelle,  has 
most  graciously  and  generously  offered  to  defray  the  cost  of  this  Year 
Book,  and  the  Publication  Committee  respectfully  suggests  that  the 
thanks  of  the  Society  should  be  tendered  to  Mr.  Pryer. 

The  Executive  Committee  asked  the  ratification  by  the  Society  of 
our  two  Honorary  Members  elected  since  last  April : 

Mrs.  William  Robison,  President  of  the  Colonial  Dames  of  New 
York.  She  it  was  who  after  our  never-to-be-forgotten  Concert  pro- 
posed that  the  Huguenot  Society  have  a  Huguenot  Exhibit  of  Relics 
at  Van  Cortlandt,  and  it  was  owing  to  her  never-failing  kindness  and 
courtesy  that  the  Exhibit  was  one  of  the  most  successful  ones  ever 
held  at  the  Museum. 

Mr.  William  Morris  Helfenstein,  whose  name  and  presence  have 
been  so  well  known  to  us  ever  since  in  1897  he  brought  the  choir  boys 
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of  Grace  Church  to  sing  for  us.  At  our  Tercentenary  and  at  every 
Banquet  since  then  he  has  been  with  us,  and  it  is  to  his  generosity 
and  deep  interest  in  our  Society  that  we  owe  in  no  slight  measure  the 
success  we  always  have.  Last  year,  not  satisfied  with  having  the  boys 
sing  for  us,  he  gave  us  a  splendid  concert,  to  celebrate  his  election  as 
Honorary  Member  by  the  Executive  Committee.  It  is  to  be  regretted 
that  there  is  no  Huguenot  blood  in  the  Morrises  of  Morrisania, — Com- 
modore Morris  was  his  grandfather.  He  is  a  Huguenot  on  his  father's 
side. 

Sir  William  Portal  is  no  longer  President  of  the  London  Society, 
and  there  have  been  several  changes  in  the  other  foreign  societies. 
A  motion  was  asked  for  that  the  Executive  Committee  be  empowered 
to  declare  M.  Frank  Puaux,  President  of  the  French  Society,  succeeding 
Le  Baron  Fernand  de  Schickler,  and  the  other  presidents  of  the  foreign 
societies,  Honorary  Members  of  our  Society. 

Resolution  passed  thanking  Mrs.  Robison,  President  of  the 
Colonial  Dames,  for  her  courtesy  and  kindness,  and  that  it  is  with  great 
pleasure  that  the  Society  ratify  her  election  as  Honorary  Member. 

Resolution  passed  that  Monsieur  Frank  Puaux  be  elected  Honorary 
Member. 

Resolution  passed  that  the  Executive  Committee  be  given  power 
to  elect  the  new  Presidents  of  the  societies. 

"  Resolved  that  the  Society  tender  their  heartfelt  thanks  to  Mr. 
Helfenstein  for  all  he  has  done  for  our  Society.  Without  him  and 
his  boys  the  Banquets  would  be  only  one  of  the  events  of  the  year,  with 
them  they  stand  apart  and  far  above  all  others.  It  is  with  sincere 
pleasure  that  his  election  by  the  Executive  Committee  as  Honorary 
Member  is  ratified  by  the  Society." 

On  motion  the  appointment  of  a  "Ways  and  Means"  Committee 
was  ratified,  Mrs.  Gillmore,  Chairman,  giving  the  names  of  her  Com- 
mittee which  were  approved  as  follows:  Mrs.  Quincy  O.  M.  Gillmore, 
Chairman,  Mrs.  Anson  P.  Atterbury,  Mrs.  Hamilton  Fairfax,  Mrs. 
Russell  W.  Moore,  Mrs.  Charles  A.  Roe,  Mrs.  Wm.  H.  Lefferts,  Miss 
Elsie  Schuyler  Crane,  Mrs.  L.  Livingston  Seaman,  Mrs.  D.  Phoenix 
Ingraham. 

The  President  read  a  letter  from  Mr.  Daniel  Ravenel,  Chairman  of 
the  Celebration  Committee  in  Charleston,  S.  C,  inviting  the  Huguenot 
Society  of  America  to  the  225th  Anniversary  of  the  Huguenot  Church 
in  that  city.  Resolutions  of  thanks  introduced  by  Mr.  Telamon  Cuyler 
were  passed  by  the  Society.    Mr.  Cuyler  was  requested  to  send  a  copy 
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of  this  Resolution  to  Mr.  Ravenel,  and  also  a  telegram  and  night  mes- 
sage of  thanks  and  congratulations.    The  resolutions  were  as  follows : 

"It  being  considered  by  the  officers  and  members  of  the  Huguenot 
Society  of  America  at  their  Annual  Meeting  in  New  York  City  on 
Saturday,  April  13,  1912. 

"Whereas,  the  Society  has,  through  its  officers,  received  a  cordial 
invitation  from  the  French  Protestant  Church  in  the  city  of  Charles- 
ton, South  Carolina,  inviting  the  honor  of  the  members'  presence  at 
the  services  in  commemoration  of  the  225th  Anniversary  of  the  founding 
of  this  church,  known  as  '  The  Huguenot  Church.' 

"Whereas,  there  will  be  an  address  at  a  morning  service  in  this 
historic  church,  founded  in  1687  by  our  Huguenot  kinsmen,  at  eleven 
o'clock  by  the  Reverend  C.  S.  Vedder,  D.D.,  LL.D.,  pastor  1866-1912, 
and  an  evening  service  at  eight  o'clock  at  which  a  commemorative 
sermon  will  be  preached  by  the  Reverend  W.  H.  S.  Demarest,  D.D., 
President  of  Rutgers  College. 

"Whereas,  this  cordial  invitation  is  extended  by  Daniel  Ravenel, 
Esquire,  Chairman. 

"Resolved,  That  the  Huguenot  Society  of  America  extends  its  con- 
gratulations, on  this  happy  occasion  and  anniversary,  to  the  clergy  and 
members  of  the  Huguenot  Church  in  Charleston,  South  Carolina,  and 
its  earnest  hope  that  this  historic  church  may  long  continue  its  pros- 
perity and  good  influences  for  the  upholding  of  the  faith  of  our  fathers 
in  America ;  that  all  members  of  our  Society  be  requested  to  attend,  if 
possible,  the  Memorial  Services.

11  Your  delegates  to  the  unveiling  of  the  Monument  of  Jean  Guiton 
at  La  Rochelle  arrived  in  that  city  on  the  afternoon  of  Thursday, 
October  5th,  and  were  met  at  the  station  by  the  Secretaries  of  the  Mayor 
and  driven  to  the  Hotel  de  Commerce,  where  we  were  received  with  the 
greatest  courtesy  and  most  sumptuously  cared  for. 

"The  following  morning  we  were  waited  upon  by  the  Committee 
on  the  monument  and  shown  through  the  Hdtel  de  Ville,  a  quaint  and 
interesting  old  building  full  of  relics  of  the  past.  In  the  afternoon  we 
were  driven  to  many  points  of  interest  in  the  city  and  its  environments, 
including  their  large  and  beautiful  park.  Mr.  Le  Boutillier  and  his 
sister,  descendants  of  the  famous  Mayor,  and  like  ourselves  Americans 
of  French  origin,  had  joined  our  party  and  participated  in  all  the 
ceremonies,  as  did  Mr.  Lester's  son  Joseph.  Saturday  we  were  waited 
upon  by  the  Mayor  in  person  and  taken  on  a  long  drive  to  see  the 
entrances  to  the  harbor,  accompanied  by  the  Consul  General  of  the 
District.  We  also  received  calls  from  the  Prefect,  Enide  Landrodie, 
the  Senator  Auguste  Calvet,  and  several  other  people  of  distinction, 
all  of  which  we  of  course  returned. 

"  On  Sunday  the  eighth  of  October,  the  ceremony  was  performed. 
In  the  morning  we  attended  service  in  the  Huguenot  Church,  and  in  the 
afternoon  were  driven  to  the  Hotel  de  Ville  through  a  large  crowd  of 
citizens,  who  cheered  us  and  showed  every  sign  of  welcome  possible. 
The  Mayor  and  the  Committee  accompanied  us,  and  when  we  arrived 
we  became  part  of  the  Mayor's  escort  in  a  parade  around  the  statue. 
When  we  were  in  front  of  it  the  veil  of  canvas  dropped  and  we  stood 
before  a  very  creditable  creation  of  a  man  in  the  seventeenth-century 
military  costume,  with  a  drawn  sword,  mounted  upon  a  marble  ped- 
estal, the  photograph  of  which  we  present  you.  We  then  entered 
the  building  and  presented  our  credentials  and  the  Mayor  made  an 
address,  and  was  followed  by  several  others,  including  a  long  poem 
by  the  local  poet.  The  Mayor  and  the  Committee  then  presented  us 
with  a  facsimile  of  the  statue  for  the  city  of  New  Rochelle.  Then 
Mr.  Lester  presented  the  city  of  La  Rochelle  with  a  handsome  Loving 
Cup,  with  some  well-chosen  expressions  of  the  regard  of  the  citizens 
of  the  daughter  city  for  her  illustrious  parent.  After  which  I  had  the 
pleasure  of  receiving  the  bronze,  in  the  name  of  New  Rochelle. 

"Then  we,  your  representatives,  were  given  parchments  declaring 
us  citizens  of  La  Rochelle,  also  beautiful  volumes  of  etchings,  after 
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which  a  collation  was  served  and  a  merry  social  time  enjoyed.  When 
the  ceremonies  ended  at  seven  thirty  we  were  honored  by  the  Mayor 
with  a  very  elaborate  banquet  at  which  a  number  of  speeches  were 
made. 

"Monday  we  returned  to  Paris,  being  escorted  to  the  station  by 
the  Mayor,  the  Committee,  and  many  citizens.  The  last  scene  in 
the  celebration  took  place  on  Tuesday  the  ioth  of  October  when  the 
Senator  received  us  in  the  Senate  Chamber  of  France  in  the  Palais  de 
Luxembourg,  and  showed  us  the  building  and  all  of  interest  there. 

"In  conclusion  we  would  like  to  state  that  we  are  preparing  a 
detailed  account  of  the  proceedings  including  the  speeches,  a  copy  of 
which  will  be  sent  to  the  Society  when  completed." 

Thanks  were  voted  to  Mr.  Pryer  for  his  interesting  paper  and  a 
copy  requested  for  the  Proceedings.  The  meeting  adjourned  for 
a  tea  and  reception  given  by  Mrs.  J.  M.  Lawton,  who  was  assisted  in 
receiving  by  the  "Ways  and  Means"  Committee.

"Mr.  Witherbee  informed  me  that  the  banquet  would  be  limited  to 
our  Society,  the  Society  of  Colonial  Wars,  Sons  of  the  Revolution,  and 
the  Cincinnati.  I  replied  saying  that  I  would  be  glad  if  he  would  send 
to  you,  as  Secretary  of  the  Society,  the  invitations  to  subscribe  and  he 
writes  me  to-day  that  he  has  done  so.

I  think  the 
Champlain  banquet  may  be  interesting  and  I  hope  some  of  our  members 
may  see  fit  to  attend.

(Given  by  the  Lake  Champlain  Association  to  the  French  delegates  at 
the  Waldorf-Astoria,  May  I,  1912.) 

Very  soon  after  the  letter  was  received  from  our  President,  Colonel 
Jay,  the  Secretary  of  the  Champlain  Association  called  again  and  said 
that  a  cable  had  been  received  from  the  French  delegates  that  they 
were  to  be  accompanied  by  ladies ;  that  the  Association  was  rather  at  a 
loss  how  to  manage.  I  told  him  that  as  far  as  the  Huguenot  Society 
was  concerned,  there  would  be  no  difficulty,  and  that  I  would  change 
the  notices  to  embrace  all  of  our  members,  and  that  I  knew  that  a  great 
many  would  subscribe.  I  suggested  that  he  invite  the  "wives  and 
sisters"  of  his  Association,  and  request  the  other  societies  to  do  the 
same,  and  I  was  very  sure  that  the  subscriptions  would  exceed  in 
number  those  that  would  have  been  received  had  only  gentlemen  been 
invited.  We  were  fairly  represented  at  the  banquet,  which  was  a  very- 
unique  and  handsome  affair,  doubly  enjoyable  by  reason  of  the  speeches 
in  French. 
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The  bas-relief  of  Champlain  was  superb,  well  worthy  of  the  high 
fame  of  its  sculptor,  the  friendly  feeling  of  the  French  nation,  and  the 
honor  they  conferred  upon  America  by  presenting  it.

Mr.  Steward,  what  bring  you  here? 

1  The  American  Flag  will  be  borne  by  the  respective  heads  of  the  Washington  and  La- 
fayette families  in  America,  namely,  Mr.  W.  Lanier  Washington,  the  hereditary  represen- 
tative of  General  Washington  in  the  Society  of  the  Cincinnati;  and  Comte  de  la  Fayette, 
honorary  member  of  the  Society  of  the  Cincinnati,  representing  General  Lafayette. 

In  1785  Lafayette,  then  twenty -seven  years  of  age,  wrote  Washington:  "The  Protest- 
ants of  France  are  subjected  to  an  intolerable  despotism.  Their  wills  have  no  force  in  law, 
their  children  regarded  as  bastards,  their  persons  as  worthy  of  the  halter."  Lafayette 
aided  greatly  in  causing  Louis  XVI.,  two  years  after  this  to  sign  the  Edict  of  Toleration. 
Paul  Robeaut,  the  Patriarch  of  the  Desert,  wrote  to  Lafayette  in  these  words:  "Lord, 
nowlettest  Thou  Thy  servant  depart  in  peace  according  to  Thy  word,  for  mine  eyes  have 
seen  Thy  Salvation."  (This  is  taken  from  a  memorandum  giving  some  dates  of  events  in 
Huguenot  history;  very  valuable.)

The  Treasurer  rose  and  said  he  voiced  the  feelings  of  the  entire 
Society  in  tendering  most  heartfelt  thanks  to  the  Chairman,  Treasurer, 
and  members  of  the  Ways  and  Means  Committee  for  the  splendid 
work  they  had  done,  and  for  the  very  large  sum  they  had  turned  over 
for  the  Publication  and  Library  Fund,  and  he  called  for  a  rising  vote  of 
thanks.  The  Secretary  remained  standing,  and  told  the  Society  that 
they  hardly  realized  the  unselfish  efforts  and  great  patience  of  our 
Treasurer,  who  despite  serious  drawbacks  and  disappointments  had 
always  managed  to  keep  the  Society  on  its  feet,  and  by  his  great  busi- 
ness ability  had  made  investments  greatly  increasing  its  capital.

Election  of  Officers:  On  motion  the  Secretary  was  requested  to 
cast  one  ballot.  She  declined,  and  on  motion  Mrs.  Charles  Roe  was 
requested  to  cast  one  ballot,  which  she  did.  The  officers  presented 
on  the  ballot  by  the  Nominating  Committee  were  declared  duly 
elected. 

Before  reading  the  papers  sent  to  us  by  Mrs.  Sanford  Bissell  and 
Miss  Ida  Layard,  the  Secretary  reported  two  gifts.  Miss  Fannie  J. 
Piatt  Scott,  one  of  our  valued  Corresponding  Members,  has  had  com- 
piled for  our  meeting  a  most  intensely  interesting  paper  called  "The 
Nobility  of  Normandy,"  proving  that  a  great  many  Huguenots  come 
of  that  good  old  Norman  stock.  How  delightful,  could  we  have  Miss 
Scott  near  us,  to  arrange  for  publication  the  many  treasures  we  have! 
Mrs.  Ellen  Peabody  has  sent  us  another  gift  of  $50,  to  be  used  as  the 
officers  think  best. 

The  first  paper  read  was  an  extract  from  the  History  of  New  York 
by  Todd,  about  Traill  Bissell.  This  was  copied  by  Mrs.  Sanford 
Bissell.  After  reading  this,  the  Secretary  read  a  paper  on  the  Massie 
Family,  by  Miss  Ida  Layard,  our  cherished  Honorary  Member  from 
England.  These  papers  are  to  be  published  in  our  Publications. 
Miss  Layard's  uncle,  Sir  Henry  Layard,  was  the  first  President  of  the 
Huguenot  Society  of  London. 

New  York,  May  15,  19 13. 
An  informal  meeting  of  the  Stewards  was  held  at  37  Fifth  Avenue 
on  May  15,  19 13,  at  six  o'clock,  before  the  Executive  Committee 
meeting.  Present:  the  Chairman,  Mr.  Merrill,  Mr.  Mitchell,  and  the 
Secretary.  The  Chairman,  Mr.  Rhinelander,  reported  that  he  had 
seen  Mr.  Neiss  at  Delmonico's  and  there  was  a  difference  of  four  tickets 
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between  their  list  and  ours — $20.00.  The  Treasurer  told  them  that 
this  was  the  first  time  that  the  Society  had  been  charged  with  the 
dinners  of  those  whose  seats  were  vacant,  and  proposed  splitting  the 
difference.  Delmonico  did  not  agree  to  this  and  the  question  was 
brought  up  for  the  Committee  to  decide.  Mr.  Merrill  reported  that 
after  all  bills  had  been  paid  we  would  only  have  a  deficit  of  $4.00. 
Decided  that  the  Society  would  pay  it.  The  Treasurer  of  the  Stewards, 
Mr.  Merrill,  presented  his  account,  which  was  accepted.  After  thank- 
ing the  Stewards  for  their  services,  they  were  dismissed. 

A  meeting  of  the  Executive  Committee  was  held  at  37  Fifth  Avenue 
on  May  15,  1913,  at  6.30  p.m.  Members  present,  Mr.  Rhinelander, 
Mr.  Lester,  Mr.  Mitchell,  Mr.  Dutton,  Mr.  Pryer,  Mr.  Merrill,  Mr. 
Washington,  and  the  Secretary.   Mr.  Mitchell  in  the  chair. 

Minutes  of  the  last  meeting  excused. 

The  Secretary  made  a  formal  report  of  the  names  of  the  Executive 
Committee  for  this  year.  The  gentlemen  had  been  already  notified 
of  their  election  by  order  of  the  President.  They  stand  as  follows: 
Mr.  Wm.  Mitchell,  Mr.  Wm.  Lanier  Washington,  Mr.  Wm.  C.  Demo- 
rest,  Mr.  Wm.  Dalliba  Dutton,  Mr.  John  Lenord  Merrill;  Chairman 
of  the  Publication  Committee,  Mr.  Charles  Pryer;  Chairman  of  the 
Library  and  Pedigree  Committees,  Mrs.  Lawton. 

No  report  from  the  Secretary  except  that  letters,  pamphlets,  and 
papers  of  all  dates  are  hopelessly  mixed  in  the  moving  and  that  she  is 
hard  at  work  daily  from  9  to  1  putting  them  in  order.  She  is  employing 
Miss  Roe  to  help  separate  the  things,  but  it  seems  hopeless. 

Report  of  the  Treasurer  accepted,  placed  on  file.  The  Treasurer 
read  the  names  of  those  who  had  contributed  to  the  Publication  Fund 
which  was  begun  April  16,  19 10,  in  answer  to  an  appeal  sent  out  on  that 
date.  It  amounts  with  interest  to  $519.10.  And  also  the  names 
of  the  contributors  through  the  Ways  and  Means  Committee, 
$860.27. 

Library  Report :  The  Secretary  asked  permission  to  purchase  for 
the  French  Society  a  few  books  asked  for  by  Monsieur  Weiss  in  ex- 
change for  which  he  will  send  us  some  very  valuable  books.  After 
some  discussion  the  Secretary  was  authorized  to  do  so.  She  also  asks 
that  she  may  buy  for  the  Library  some  books  that  are  very  much 
needed.   Permission  given. 

Pedigree  Committee :  Several  names  had  been  given  into  the  hands 
of  the  Pedigree  Committee  and  as  this  was  the  last  meeting  of  the 
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season  a  resolution  was  passed  authorizing  the  Secretary  on  verifica- 
tion of  Pedigrees  to  declare  candidates  elected. 

On  motion  Miss  Charlotte  Livingston  was  appointed  Genealogist. 

The  Secretary  asked  information  in  regard  to  the  payments  to 
be  made  to  the  English  and  French  societies,  drawing  attention  to  the 
fact  that  we  have  paid  the  French  society  for  their  books  since  1898 
always  in  advance  for  three  years  and  that  by  the  letters  received  from 
Monsieur  Weiss  we  owe  him  for  IQ12.  We  have  been  paying  the 
English  society  for  their  books  since  before  we  left  Twenty-second 
Street  as  we  had  no  publications  to  exchange.  Decided  by  the  Treas- 
urer that  the  payments  made  to  the  French  society  must  be  in  the 
same  way  as  to  the  English. 

The  Treasurer  asked  for  power  to  invest  the  money  now  in  the 
savings  bank  in  a  bond.   Permission  passed  empowering  him  to  do  so. 

Other  business:  Spoke  about  the  Monument  Committee.  De- 
cided not  to  take  it  up  now.  Showed  photograph  of  the  Loving  Cup 
from  the  French  Huguenot  Hospital  in  London.  Decided  that  as  we 
must  have  two  cups  and  so  far  have  only  $200.00  towards  the  Fund, 
nothing  can  be  done.  The  Secretary  brought  up  the  question  as  to 
whether  a  Corresponding  Member,  having  no  vote,  could  propose  or 
second  a  nomination,  and  whether  a  Corresponding  Member  could  be 
in  this  country.  Both  these  questions  were  decided  adversely,  but  as 
for  many  years  both  had  been  done,  no  action  was  taken.  Mr.  Mitchell 
desired  to  know  what  arrangements  could  be  made  to  keep  open  the 
Library  during  the  summer.  The  Secretary  spoke  about  a  woman  she 
had  there,  and  asked  if  the  Society  would  be  willing  to  pay  her  $1.00  a 
day  for  three  hours.  She  is  not  capable  of  any  but  clerical  work. 
Left  in  hands  of  Secretary.  On  motion  decided  to  have  her  there 
certain  days  in  the  summer,  if  such  an  arrangement  could  be  made. 
The  Treasurer  desired  to  have  the  salary  of  Mr.  Edwards  augmented 
from  $100  to  $150  a  year  and  said  that  he  would  give  $75  if  the  Society 
would  give  $75.   No  action  taken. 

Mr.  Lester,  Vice-President  of  the  Huguenot  Society  of  America 
for  New  Rochelle,  and  the  President  of  the  New  Rochelle  Association, 
invited  verbally  the  Executive  Committee  to  the  ceremonies  in  New 
Rochelle  on  the  Anniversary  of  the  founding  of  the  town,  and  the 
unveiling  of  the  statue  of  Jacob  Leisler.  Delegates  from  France  were 
coming  over.  The  Treasurer  and  Secretary  pledged  themselves  to  be 
present,  if  nothing  unforeseen  prevented  their  doing  so. 

On  motion  the  meeting  adjourned  for  dinner. 
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THE  NEW  ROCHELLE  CELEBRATION 


On  Wednesday  afternoon,  June  25,  1913,  the  Secretary  attended 
the  225th  Anniversary  Meeting  at  New  Rochelle,  coming  down  from 
her  home  in  the  Adirondacks  to  do  so.  She  and  the  Treasurer  were 
accompanied  by  some  twenty  of  the  Society.  They  were  most  cordi- 
ally and  courteously  received  by  the  New  Rochelle  Committee,  pre- 
sented in  due  form  to  the  French  delegates,  and  helped  in  planting  the 
tree  at  the  Huguenot  House  as  a  memorial  to  our  ancestors  and  to 
the  mother  city;  the  delegates  from  La  Rochelle  also  assisting  in  the 
ceremony. 

Your  Secretary  made  a  little  speech  of  welcome  in  French.  We 
visited  the  Huguenot  Collection  of  Relics  in  the  Huguenot  House. 

The  lunch  was  laid  in  a  tent,  and  was  most  bounteous  and  well 
served.  The  Secretary  as  Honorary  Member  of  the  Association  had 
her  place  to  the  right  of  Mr.  Le  Boutillier,  a  descendant  of  the  Jean 
Guiton  whose  statue  was  unveiled  in  La  Rochelle  in  19 10.  Mr. 
Rhinelander  made  a  beautiful  speech  which  was  much  applauded. 
After  lunch  we  went  over  to  see  the  unveiling  of  the  statue  of  Leisler. 
There  were  several  speeches  and  then  Mrs.  Montgomery  Schuyler,  a 
descendant  of  Leisler,  unveiled  the  statue.  Afterwards  her  son  made  an 
address  on  Leisler  and  all  that  he  had  done  for  the  Huguenots.  It 
seems  rather  an  irony  of  Fate  that  your  Secretary  is  not  only  a  de- 
scendant of  Leisler,  but  also  of  his  two  great  enemies,  Bayard  and 
Van  Court  land  t.  Everyone  enjoyed  most  thoroughly  the  day.  The 
invitation  for  and  programs  of  the  occasion  follow :

A  meeting  of  the  Executive  Committee  was  held  on  November  18, 
19 1 3,  at  the  Library,  29  West  39th  St. 

Members  present, — Mr.  Mitchell,  Mr.  Rhinelander,  Mr.  Washing- 
ton, Mr.  Pryer,  Mr.  Merrill,  and  Mrs.  Lawton. 

Mr.  Mitchell  in  the  chair.  The  minutes  of  the  last  meeting  in  May, 
I9I3»  were  read  and  approved. 

The  report  of  the  Treasurer  was  read  and  approved. 

The  Secretary  presented  for  ratification  the  pedigrees  she  had 
passed  upon  in  the  summer:  Mr.  Quincy  A.  Gillmore  (son  of  Mrs. 
Gillmore),  Mrs.  R.  Wr.  Stuart,  Miss  Margaret  Wiley  Janvier,  Louis 
Hoysradt,  and  Mrs.  Willard  Saulsbury.  These  elections  were  ratified. 
No  new  pedigrees  have  come  in  during  the  summer,  though  some  five 
or  six  blanks  were  sent  out. 

The  death  of  Mr.  Isaac  Vail  Brokaw  was  reported. 

The  Secretary  read  a  letter  from  Dr.  Vedder  asking  the  Society  to 
save  the  old  French  Church  in  Charleston.  In  reply  she  said  she 
would  present  the  request  to  some  of  the  members. 
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An  interesting  letter  from  the  President  was  read  in  relation  to  an 
old  church  he  had  visited  in  England. 

Several  other  papers  and  notices  were  read,  which  are  not  neces- 
sary to  report.  The  motion  made  by  the  Treasurer  some  time  since 
and  not  acted  upon,  was  passed  at  this  meeting,  and  the  notice  about 
insignia  read. 

The  Secretary  was  authorized  to  write  to  the  Panama  Inter- 
national Exposition  that  if  a  committee  should  be  appointed  to  visit  it, 
the  names  would  be  sent  them. 

In  relation  to  the  Proceedings,  the  Secretary  reported  that  she  had 
put  them  all  in  order  during  the  summer,  and  that  they  were  ready  for 
publication.  Mr.  Pryer  said  he  would  come  and  go  over  them  with  the 
Secretary.  As  we  have  a  great  deal  to  publish  in  the  new  Proceedings , 
the  Secretary  was  authorized  to  have  them  published  in  two  parts, 
the  Society  to  publish  part  two.  The  Secretary  had  the  three  addresses 
delivered  at  our  last  Banquet  taken  down  in  shorthand  and  type- 
written ;  these  will  also  be  published. 

Notice  sent  out  in  regard  to  the  insignia:  "At  a  meeting  of  the 
Executive  Committee  on  Nov.  18,  19 13,  the  following  resolution  was 
passed :  1  The  Secretary  is  directed  to  notify  the  members  that  a  gold 
insignia  will  be  given  to  any  member  bringing  into  the  Society  the 
largest  number  of  members  after  three.  In  case  of  a  tie,  two  gold 
insignia  will  be  given.'  This  resolution  goes  into  effect  in  response  to 
this  notice,  ending  April  13,  1914. " 

Bishop  Darlington  has  asked  for  two  application  blanks. 

The  letter  from  Mrs.  Bolmer  was  read  and  the  Secretary  directed 
to  write  to  her  explaining  fully  that  a  gold  insignia  is  to  be  given  to  the 
one  who  brings  in  the  greatest  number  of  members  over  three. 

A  letter  from  Mrs.  Maus  was  read  saying  that  her  cousin  was  the 
founder  of  the  Huguenot  Society  of  Kentucky.   No  action  was  taken. 

New  York,  January  16,  1914. 

A  meeting  of  the  Executive  Committee  of  the  Huguenot  Society  of 
America  was  held  at  37  Fifth  Ave.,  Friday,  January  16,  1914,  at  4 
o'clock.  Members  present, — Mr.  Pryer,  Mr.  Button,  Mr.  Mitchell, 
Mr.  Rhinelander,  and  Mrs.  Lawton.  Mr.  Merrill  telephoned  at  the 
last  moment  that  he  was  detained  and  wished  his  affirmative  vote 
taken  on  any  question  that  came  up. 

Mr.  Mitchell  in  the  chair.  Minutes  of  last  meeting  read  and 
approved. 
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The  Secretary  reported  the  death  of  our  Vice-President  lor  New 
York,  Mr.  George  S.  Bowdoin.  Resolutions  of  sympathy  were  passed 
and  notices  put  in  the  morning' and  evening  papers  for  three  days 
requesting  members  to  attend  the  funeral.  The  Treasurer  and  Secre- 
tary represented  the  Society,  and  there  were  several  gentlemen  in  the 
pew  whom  they  did  not  know,  presumably  members  of  the  Society,  as 
two  pews  were  reserved  for  them. 

The  death  of  General  Paul  A.  Oliver  was  reported;  he  died  in  1912. 

Treasurer's  report  read  and  accepted. 

Pedigree  report:  A  supplemental  of  Miss  Viele  was  accepted  and 
ordered  to  be  added  to  her  original  claim.  No  new  names  presented 
though  some  four  or  five  are  having  their  pedigrees  made  out  by  Miss 
Livingston,  but  she  fears  some  may  not  be  eligible.  Mr.  La  Motte, 
Mrs.  Maus,  and  Mrs.  Richmond  have  not  yet  'sent  in  their  papers. 
The  latter  has  a  new  ancestor — de  Normandie. 

The  resignation  of  Wilson  as  Vice-President  for  South  Carolina 
from  the  Society,  "on  account  of  old  age,"  was  accepted  and  the 
Secretary  directed  to  express  the  regrets  of  the  Committee. 

Library  report:  As  Chairman  of  the  Library  Committee,  Mrs. 
Lawton  presents  to  the  Society  the  3d  edition  of  Family  Names  of 
Huguenot  Refugees  to  America  represented  in  the  membership  of  the 
Society,  with  names  of  members  claiming  descent  through  the  several 
ancestral  lines,  and  the  counter  list  which  she  is  going  over  for  the  last 
time  very  carefully  prior  to  publication. 

For  the  Library  the  Secretary  reports  another  generous  and  most 
valuable  gift  from  Mrs.  Holbrook  of  the  complete  edition  of  the 
George  Clinton  papers.  The  thanks  of  the  Committee  were  voted 
Mrs.  Holbrook. 

In  regard  to  the  request  of  a  library  to  lend  them  the  Proceedings  of 
the  Societe  Vaudoise,  the  Secretary  was  requested  to  write  on  behalf 
of  the  Library  Committee,  that  it  was  impossible  to  accede  to  their 
request.  Many  of  the  books  are  most  valuable,  being  out  of  print,  and 
doing  so  would  create  a  precedent.  No  one  is  allowed  the  use  of  the 
Library  except  members  and  friends  introduced  by  members.

Rhinelander's  mother  was  reported  and  the  Committee  expressed  the 
earnest  hope  that  she  would  soon  recover. 

Mr.  Dutton  in  the  chair.  The  minutes  of  the  last  meeting  were  read 
and  approved. 

The  death  of  Mr.  Samuel  Eberly  Gross  was  reported ;  he  died  in  19 10 
but  the  Society  was  not  notified.

Report  of  the  Ways  and  Means  Committee 

By  invitation  of  the  Ways  and  Means  Committee  the  Secretary 
met  with  them  and  presents  the  minutes  of  the  meeting. 

The  Committee  of  Ways  and  Means  of  the  Huguenot  Society  of 
America  met  at  the  residence  of  Mrs.  James  M.  Lawton,  37  Fifth 
Avenue,  on  January  28,  19 14.  Members  present, — Mrs.  Lawton, 
Mrs.  Gillmore,  Mrs.  Atterbury,  Mrs.  Roe,  Mrs.  Ingraham,  Miss 
Crane,  and  Mrs.  Lefterts. 

The  meeting  was  called  to  order  by  the  Chairman,  Mrs.  Gillmore, 
who  presented  a  plan  for  a  course  of  lectures  on  Huguenot  History, 
explaining  the  Protestant  tenets;  as  the  Roman  Catholic  Church  has 
of  late  openly  attacked  the  Protestant  Faith.  At  the  request  of  the 
Chairman,  Mrs.  Lawton  was  asked  to  read  the  outline  of  the  proposed 
lectures : 

"That  this  generation  has  forgotten  apparently  the  history  of  the 
Reformation  and  the  history  of  the  Huguenots,  our  ancestors  whom  we 
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represent.  Hoping  it  will  meet  with  the  approval  of  the  Huguenot 
Society  of  America  it  has  been  proposed  to  have  a  series  of  lectures 
before  the  Society  on  the  most  interesting  and  instructive  period  of  the 
Reformation  and  the  points  leading  up  to  it,  that  we  may  be  fully  pre- 
pared to  give  the  reason  of  the  faith  that  is  within  us.

The  names  of  the  Rev.  Dr.  Manning,  Prof.  Stuart  L.  Tyson,  Rev. 
Dr.  Stires,  Rev.  Dr.  Slattery,  Rev.  Dr.  Atterbury,  and  Rev.  Dr.  Jewett 
were  mentioned.  Then  was  taken  up  the  question  of  Rev.  Dr.  Tyson, 
who  was  to  deliver  a  course  of  lectures  before  the  men  of  Trinity 
Church.  Dr.  Manning  kindly  sent  him  the  letters  of  the  Secretary 
with  the  request  that  he  call  and  see  her.   She  received  this  answer : 

"DearMrs.  Lawton  : 

4 '  It  is  with  the  greatest  regret  that  I  feel  forced  to  decline  your  very 
kind  invitation  to  give  lectures  on  the  Reformation.  Were  the  subject 
allied  closely  with  the  New  Testament,  with  which,  being  a  teacher  of  it, 
I  am  naturally  familiar,  nothing  would  give  me  greater  pleasure  than  to 
speak  concerning  it.  But  I  find  the  engagements  I  have  already  en- 
tered upon  in  connection  with  our  Mountain  Medical  work  will  really 
preclude  me  from  giving  the  requisite  time  to  prepare  a  series  of 
lectures  on  a  subject  which  it  is  now  many  years  since  I  have  studied 
minutely.  With  kindest  remembrances  and  thanking  you  warmly  for 
your  invitation,  I  am

The  Secretary  went  to  Trinity  last  Sunday.  After  the  service 
Colonel  Jay  gave  her  his  ideas  about  the  subject,  which  she  has  com- 
municated to  the  Committee.  A  short  synopsis  is  sufficient.  She 
knows  the  Executive  Committee  will  approve.  He  said  we  do  not 
want  to  know  on  what  points  the  Church  of  England,  the  Huguenots, 
and  the  Romanists  agree,  but  in  what  the  differences  consist  and  the 
reasons  based  on  the  facts  why  we  can  never  agree.  In  other  words  we 
want  to  be  taught  the  reasons  for  the  Huguenot  Reformation  that  we 
may  stand  by  them.  This  has  all  been  reported  to  the  Ways  and 
Means  Committee  and  approved  by  the  Executive  Committee. 

She  would  further  suggest  that  Luther  would  be  a  good  subject  for 
one  lecture. 
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Genealogist' s  Report 


Your  genealogist  begs  to  report  that  she  has  received  during  the 
past  year,  letters  of  inquiry  from  the  following  persons,  to  all  of  which 
she  has  replied,  after  having  made  a  preliminary  search  for  records  of 
the  families  named,  but  has  had  no  further  communication  with  them.

A  letter  sent  from  the  Treasurer's  office  was  read  and  placed  in  the 
Secretary's  hands  to  answer. 

Two  letters  sent  by  the  President  were  given  to  the  Secretary,  also 
one  from  the  Washington  Historical  Quarterly  asking  for  exchange. 

Mr.  Dutton  was  appointed  to  represent  the  Huguenot  Society  at 
the  banquet  of  the  Cincinnati ;  accepted  if  he  has  no  other  engagement. 

Just  as  matters  were  being  brought  up  for  consideration  and  dis- 
cussion, Rev.  Dr.  Slattery  was  announced.  Thinking  that  he  might  be 
able  to  suggest  some  good  lecturer  and  might  be  able  to  give  us  an 
address  on  the  13th,  he  was  asked  up.  The  meeting  then  became 
informal.  Dr.  Slattery  was  most  helpful.  He  said  we  wanted  a  his- 
torian not  a  clergyman,  and  suggested  Prof.  Henry  Gradforn  Wash- 
burn from  Boston  and  Prof.  Gwatkind  from  England.  He  always 
found  that  a  lecturer  coming  from  some  distance  was  more  popular 
than  one  from  the  same  city.  He  was  requested  informally  to  give  us 
an  address  (topic  at  our  discretion)  on  the  13th  of  April.  He  consented ; 
the  Secretary  to  ask  him  formally. 

Mr.  Merrill  made  a  suggestion  which  he  had  informally  made 
several  times.  This  was  official  and  is  placed  in  the  minutes :  That  the 
Huguenot  Society  have  a  church  service  on  some  certain  day  to  be 
decided  afterwards  and  have  something  of  the  same  character  as  the 
Sons  of  the  Revolution,  etc.  This  was  put  aside  to  be  thought  over  and 
thoroughly  discussed  at  the  next  meeting.

The  Rev.  Dr.  Charles  Lewis  Slattery  of  Grace  Church  was  then 
introduced  and  to  the  great  delight  and  edification  of  our  members 
and  guests,  we  were  treated  to  a  most  instructive  and  eloquent  address 
on  "The  Protestant  Reformation."  He  was  given  a  rising  vote  of 
thanks,  and  a  copy  of  his  address  was  requested  for  publication.1 

A  sketch  of  the  proposed  window  to  the  memory  of  Admiral 
Coligny,  by  the  Maitland  Armstrong  Company,  was  then  shown. 
This  window  will  be  ordered  and  subscribed  for  by  the  Huguenot 
Society,  subject  to  ratification  at  the  next  meeting  of  the  Executive 
Committee.  If  it  meets  with  their  approval,  the  notices  will  be  sent 
out  in  October. 

FROM  CHAIRMAN  OF  THE  LIBRARY  COMMITTEE 

I  cannot  allow  this  volume  of  the  Proceedings  to  go  to  press  without 
mentioning  some  most  valuable  books  presented  to  us  by  their  authors. 
It  seems  invidious  to  mention  so  few,  when  our  members  have  been 
so  generous,  but  I  select  those  that  contain  not  the  most  information, 
but  whose  donors  have  requested  special  mention  from  a  genealogical 
point  of  view. 

First  in  order  comes  a  book  which  I  find  much  to  my  mortification 
that  I  have  not  acknowledged  during  the  previous  years.  It  is  The 
Sanxay  Family,  by  our  valued  member  Mr.  Theodore  F.  Sanxay  (now 
Vice-President  for  New  York).  Not  only  does  he  bear  the  honored 
name  of  his  ancestor,  the  Rev.  Jacques  Sanxay,  the  Huguenot  refugee 
to  England  in  1685,  and  whose  descendant  John  Sanxay  came  to 
America  about  1772,  but  among  his  distinguished  ancestors  who  though 
not  refugees  were  most  ardent  Huguenots,  were  the  Moreau,  Vivier, 
Goy,  and  Brung  families. 

Most  interesting  and  unique  are  facsimiles  of  the  old  Sanxay 
family  autographs  from  15 17  through  1768.  Added  to  these  are 
genealogical  tables  from  Pierre  Sanxay,  1530,  in  all  the  various  lines 
through  1883.  It  is  a  most  complete  genealogical  work,  and  shows 
most  clearly  that  Mr.  Sanxay  has  indeed  reason  to  be  proud  of  the 
Huguenot  ancestors — not  alone  those  who  remained  in  their  own 
country  suffering  for  their  faith  amid  their  persecutors,  but  of  the  one 
who  went  to  England  to  preach  the  gospel  there. 

'This  address,  together  with  the  three  arranged  for  the  winter  of  1914-15,  will  be 
printed  as  Collection  2. 
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The  Monnett  Family,  presented  by  the  author,  Mr.  Orra  Monnette, 
is  a  splendidly  bound  volume  of  1 1 10  pages  most  beautifully  illustrated 
— with  an  early  portrait  of  Queen  Victoria  of  Huguenot  ancestry.  The 
author  has  a  wonderfully  balanced  mind;  every  member  of  the  family, 
all  of  the  collateral  branches,  "from  generation  to  generation,"  are 
in  their  proper  places,  and  they  are  kept  there,  so  clearly  outlined  that 
it  is  a  real  pleasure  to  take  up  the  book  and  trace  at  haphazard  the 
descent  of  any  of  the  members.  While  tracing  his  own  family,  he  does 
not  forget  information  obtained  at  the  Library,  and  the  Secretary  was 
much  flattered  at  his  copying  the  Huguenot  Family  Names,  which  she 
had  classified  and  published.  I  take  pleasure  in  again  thanking  Mr. 
Monnette  for  his  book. 

Pierre  Fanconnier  and  his  Descendants  is  another  wonderfully 
carried  out  book,  and  contains  historical  matter  not  generally  known. 
The  author,  Mr.  William  Falconer,  is  not  unknown  to  fame,  for  he  has 
written  and  presented  to  us  a  very  comprehensive  book  on  Allied 
Families.  All  these  families  brought  from  different  parts  are  beauti- 
fully brought  together  and  made  one  harmonious  whole. 

Daniel  P  err  in  and  his  Descendants  has  been  given  to  us  by  Mr. 
Howland  Perrine.  His  not  belonging  to  the  Society  makes  us  doubly 
grateful  for  his  gift,  and  the  information  contained  in  it  is  most  valuable 
to  those  of  Perrin  descent,  and  invaluable  to  "the  searcher  of  Huguenot 
genealogy. " 

Our  never-failing  friend,  Mr.  Herbert  Dupuy,  has  given  us  this 
time  The  Dupuy  Family.  We  thank  him  most  cordially  for  this  most 
kind  remembrance  for  the  Library.  The  book  corrects  many  mistakes, 
and  places  his  ancestor  with  his  correct  name  exactly  where  he  belongs, 
so  that  he  will  never  again  in  my  mind  be  thought  of  in  connection  with 
names  that  have  the  same  pronunciation.  For  this  gift,  and  all  the 
valuable  and  priceless  gifts  he  has  made  us  of  foreign  books  and  MSS. 
many  of  which  are  out  of  print,  my  heart  goes  out  to  him  in  thankful- 
ness.

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Secretary  reported  the  deaths  of  Miss  Lila  Pechin,  Mr.  Jose  Aymar,  and 
Mrs.  A.  E.  Orr.  The  resignation  of  Mrs.  Charles  Alden  was  accepted 
as  her  dues  have  been  paid. 

The  Treasurer  made  a  verbal  report  which  was  accepted.  The 
written  report  will  be  in  the  hands  of  the  Secretary  in  a  few  days,  and 
was  ordered  placed  on  file. 

The  Pedigree  of  Mrs.  William  P.  Tuttle  was  presented,  and  was 
placed  in  the  hands  of  the  Chairman  of  the  Pedigree  Committee  for 
verification.

The  Library  Committee  reported  having  sold  Vol.  I.,  Part  II.,  and 
Vol.  III.,  Part  I,  of  Proceedings  to  W.  K.  Stewart  Co.;  received  check 
for  $2.50;  several  pamphlets  received  and  Guest  Insignia  for  Fraunce's 
Tavern.  A  letter  is  to  be  written  to  the  Library  of  Engineering  So- 
cieties that  we  appreciate  their  courtesy,  but  we  cannot  exchange  with 
any  societies  except  Historical  and  Huguenot.  Will  be  very  glad  to 
give  them  copies  of  our  Proceedings.  Also  the  same  in  answer  to 
Washington  Historical  Quarterly. 

Invitations  were  received  from  the  New  Rochelle  Association  to  a 
Loan  Exhibit,  May  8th.  Also  an  invitation  to  the  unveiling  of  the 
Tablet  at  the  old  Coffee  House,  lunch  at  Fraunce's  Tavern.  By  order 
of  the  President  invitations  to  be  telephoned  to  four  members  and 
four  duplicate  members.
